Pennsylvania and New York

Disarmament, Middle-East 


Problems Top U.N. Agenda

The unprecedented move was 
decided upon by William Harti- 
gan, deputy assistant postmas­ 
ter general for transportation, 
head of a team sent from Wash­ 
ington to solve the enormous 
backlog problem. 
Henry W. McGee, acting Chi­ 
cago postmaster, said the tie- 
up had stalled 113,000 sacks of 
third-class mail, 5,600 sacks of 
parcel post, and 9,600 sacks of 
second-class mail as of late 
Thursday. First-class mail was 
not significantly affected. 
Superintendents in charge of 
postal substations in Chicago 
were instructed to set aside out­ 
dated circulars in the third- 
class mail category and tele­ 
phone senders for permission to 
destroy them. Hartigan said no

that postage refunds would be 
made.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi 
dent Johnson is holding open the 
possibility that the Soviet Union 
may play an active role in end­ 
ing the war in Viet Nam. 
At a news conference Thurs 
day 
he 
spoke 
optimistically 
about improved relations with 
the U.S.S.R. generally and, sig­ 
nificantly, appeared to include 
the Soviet Union among nations 
seeking peace. 
All the while Johnson empha­ 
sized that the United States will 
not withdraw from the conflict 
— or even pause militarily — 
unless “the enemy” does the 
same. 
And he did not forget the po 
iitical wars at home, salting the 
40-minute session fa) the White 
House East Room with criticism 
of Republicans. 
“There are only two govern­ 
ments in the world that now ap 
pear opposed to ending the war 
and achieving the peace,” Johu 
son said. He did not name the 
two, but evidently he referred to 
Communist China and North 
Viet Nam. 
The Soviet Union repeatedly 
has turned down appeals that it 
join Britain in reconvening the 
1954 Geneva conference, but the 
hope persists in some diplo 
matic quarters that Moscow yet 
will take steps to try to bring 
about a negotiated settlement of 
the war. 
Last Monday, Johnson con­ 
ferred for two hours with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro 
myk. Thursday, the President 
called the session fruitful and 
said he believes “it will be pro­ 
ductive.” 
The President said he had told 
Gromyko 
the 
United 
States 
“would welcome a visit by the 
leadership of his country to this 
country, that we welcomed his 
people coming here in the ex­ 
change programs, and we want­ 
ed to know them better.” 
The President jumped into the 
nationally televised and broad­ 
cast conference less than an 
hour after his return from a po­ 
litical whirl into New York and 
Delaware — and without lunch, 
he pointed out.

“If it develops that there is 
any hope that would flow from 
another pause, w’e always keep 
an open mind. We will make 
additional sacrifices if we need 
to.

their enemy would pause.” 
Next Monday Johnson begins 
a six-nation, 25,000-mile trip to 
the Far East, with the high 
point a conference in Manila 
Oct.

My son is of the high school 
footbali age and we are having 
a great deal of difficulty con­ 
vincing him that it is too dan­ 
gerous a sport. How do doctors 
feel about a contact sport that 
is so rough and hazardous? 
Mrs. E.H., Illinois 
Dear Mrs. H.: I can only tell 
you how this particular doctor 
feels about sports in 
general 
and football in particular. You 
probably would have more dif­ 
ficulty convincing me than you 
have had with your son that 
football should be forbidden to 
him. 
Football is one of the truly 
excellent 
sports 
for the total 
physical conditioning of young 
men. It contributes much to 
their growth and to their sense 
of fair play which is so in­ 
grained in this activity. 
Admittedly this 
sport 
and 
every other contact sport car­ 
ries with it some possibility of 
injury. However, 
the rules of 
football and the excellent train­ 
ing of the players reduce haz­ 
ards to a bare minimum. 
I believe 
it does 
a young, 
healthy boy 
a great physical 
and emotional injustice if he is 
arbitrarily deprived of playing 
this or any sport, One cannot 
go through life measuring the 
possible dangers in any activity 
without 
eventually developing 
severe psychological handicaps. 
The American Medical Asso­ 
ciation has a committee which 
devotes itself to safety in sports. 
It has repeatedly shown that 
« “serious disabling injuries of 
the back are unusual in sports 
among p e r s o n s who have a 
sound spine to begin with.” 


I 
If there is any history of un 
usual back, neck or spine in­ 
juries or deformities then cer­ 
tainly this contact sport should 
be forbidden. There is a possi­ 
bility that birth defects of the 
spine may bring an added risk. 
In the absence of these high 
risk findings 
your boy would 
benefit markedly if he were al­ 
lowed to play within the limits 
of his capabilities. 
Athletic 
coaches 
in 
h i g h 
schools and colleges 
carefully 
screen all of their players dur­ 
ing the arduous training period 
and never expose their charges 
to any unreasonable strains in 
training and playing. 
Football equipment 
is 
now 
manufactured 
with 
excellent 
protective material. 
The eyes 
and the nose are shielded and 
the head protected by solid re­ 
sistant helmets. 
During the training 
period 
coaches carefully evaluate the 
stamina of their players and do 
not 
overextend 
them 
during 
games. 
With all these forces at work 
the possibility of danger to the 
players is lessened. 
The psychological advantages 
of being part of the team, learn­ 
ing the ethics of play and tak­ 
ing 
an 
active 
part 
in 
the 
school’s accomplishment 
f a r 
outshines the relatively slight 
risk of injury. By all 
means 
your son should be encouraged 
rather 
than dissuaded 
from 
playing football.

Before leaving the subject of 
the Far East, which has filled 
my days for a long trip out of 
the country, I’d like to pay my 
respects — or disrespects — to 
the theory that the U. S. can 
successfully promote a “t w o 
China” policy for the United Na­ 
tions. It won't work, and it can't 
work, for the simple reason that 
the “two Chinas” represent two 
separate revolutions, 
each of 
which is contending for the soul 
of a nation. There can be no 
compromise between them 
as 
long as the present generation of 
leaders is in power. If 
Red 
China comes into the UN, the 
Taiwan Chinese will go. And if 
the Taiwan Chinese go, it will 
collapse our whole policy hi the 
Far East, for there won’t be a 
single peripheral Asian country, 
from Japan to Thailand, that 
will consider the word of Wash­ 
ington worth a plugged nickel. 
The curious thing about the 
two revolutions that are fighting 
for the soul of China is that they 
both stem from the three-point 
doctrine of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, who 
stressed (a) nationalism, (b) de­ 
mocracy and (c) "people’s live­ 
lihood.” Where the 
Mao Tse- 
tug revolution and the Chiang 
Kai-shek revolution have irrevo­ 
cably parted company is over 
the question of what “people’s 
livelihood” means. To the Mao­ 
ists, 
it 
signifies 
doctrinaire 
nineteenth 
century 
Marxism, 
with the industries owned by 
the government and the pea­ 
sants herded into barracks to 


pie’s livelihood” means using 
the power of the State to make 
opportunities available for in­ 
dividuals, who are expected to 
take off on their own once they 
get some land or cmttal in 
their hands.

Rudolf H ess is alone now , the sole 
cap tive 
in B erlin s Spandau Prison, 
erected long ago to hold 600. After the 
N uernberg trials, Spandau housed six 
other nazi w ar crim in als. 
But death and tim e have reduced 
their ranks and w ith the relea se of Bal- 
dur von Schirach and A lbert Speer, 
only H ess rem ains, unrepentant and 
perhaps cut of touch with reality. 
The B ritish, French and A m ericans 
have asked the R u ssian s to agree to 
H ess’ transfer to a sm aller jail. But 
the R u ssians have shown no sig n of 
agreeing. Of cou rse, the ch ief argu­ 
m ent for m aintainin g Spandau for its 
solitary convict is that the prison is 
sym b olic of other days. 


On the positive side, Spandau is one 


of the la st rem nants of four-pow er oc­ 


cupation cooperation. On the n egative 


side is H ess him self, at 72 still a shad­ 


ow y rem inder of a nation that w ent 
m ad and of a war to prevent that m ad- 
nes from enveloping the earth. 


E itner w ay, the burden m ust fall on 
H ess.

It won’t work, and it can’t 
work, for the simple reason that 
the “two Chinas’* represent two 
separate revolutions, 
each of

compromise between them 
as 
long as the present generation of 
leaders is in power.

And if 
the Taiwan Chinese go, it will 
collapse our whole policy in the 
Far East, for there won’t be a 
single peripheral Asian country, 
from Japan to Thailand, that 
will consider the word of Wash­ 
ington worth a plugged nickel.

pie’s livelihood” means using 
the power of the State to make 
opportunities available for in­ 
dividuals, who are expected to 
take off on their own once they 
get some land or capital in 
their hands. 
What Dr. Sun Yat-sen ori­ 
ginally had in mind cannot def­ 
initely be known. But if he 
could see what the two separate 
definitions of “people’s liveli­ 
hood” have produced, he would 
assuredly support the semantics 
that have made the little island 
of Taiwan into a busy beehive of 
productive activity. To put the 
matter toto the clearest perspec­ 
tive possible, the Maoist defini­ 
tion of “people’s livelihood” has 
brought Red Chica to the edge 
of starvation. It has been saved 
only by its import* of wheat 
from Canada. Taiwan, on the 
other hand, feeds some 13 mil­ 
lion people (or more than the 
entire population of Australia) 
off a speck of land that is only 
250 miles long and 85 miles 
wide. Some 75 per cent of that 
land is too mountainous for ag­ 
riculture. 
Tile 
well-fertilized 
Taiwan 
fields and rice paddies produce 
three and four crops front *-he 
same acreage in a year, and 
yield a big surplus for export to 
Japan, the Philippines and even 
Western Europe and America. 
Twenty years ago the poison­ 
ous word went out that Chiang 
Kai - shek’s government was 
"corrupt and 
inefficient ” 
I 
can’t speak for whet it was on 
the mainland, but on Taiwan it 
to a marvel of efficiency. The 
land reform gave acreage to all 
of the peasants without plung­ 
ing the island toto class war­ 
fare. In the neatest economic 
trick of the century, the dispo 
sessed landlords were compan­ 
ies, which were subsequently 
turned over to private enter­ 


prise. Today a landlord who 
took his compensation in a ce­ 
ment compny, for example, is 
far richer than he would have 
been lf he had remained a gen­ 
tleman farmer. 
The Taiwan efficiency is per­ 
haps best illustrated by the east- 
west cross-island highway that 
cuts across a mountain chain 
that rises to 13,000 feet at it 
high point. The highway was al­ 
most literally chiselled out of 
solid rock by making ledges 
along a magnificent but absolu­ 
tely 
frightening 
gorge. 
The 
builders of the highway were 
the- veterans of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s mainland army, who car­ 
ried through the formidable pro­ 
ject after they had become too 
old for military service. Two 
hundred of them died in explo­ 
sions and falls to a three-year 
burst of energy that the Japan­ 
ese road builders had never 
been able to muster during their 
half-century of rule on Taiwan. 
One of the bridges on the high­ 
way is of pure marble, which 
happened to be the cheapest 
available stone In it* immed­ 
iate neighborhood, It would be 
woarth millions to any other 
place. 
Well. It was Chinese labor 
that threw the old Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad across the Sierra 
Nevada of California for Collis 
P. 
Huntington 
and 
Charles 
Crocker in the Eighteen Sixties, 
so you can’t say that the Tai­ 
wan cross-island highway is en 
unprecedented rn trade. But it 
was Chiang’s allegedly “ineffic- 
font” and “demoralized” sold­ 
iers who built it. Mao Tse-tung’s 
army on the mainland has done 
nothing 
to compare 
with it. 
What this does to one of the old 
est cliches about the “two Chi­ 
nas” may be left for the indivi­ 
dual reader to say

He was among the worst of 
ldolatora, worshiping Idols in the 
groves, indulging in immoral 
practices, closing the temple of 
Jehovah, even causing his own 
son to become a burnt sacrifice 
to Moloch. That God would send 
Ahas a message by the prophet, 
despite his wickedness, la in­ 
dicative of God’s nature to seek 
out even the worst of sinners 
and call them back to trust in 
Him. 
Faced with a war with As­ 
syria. the kingdoms of Syria 
and Israel allied themselvea and 


and absolute word of Jehovah 
that their plena will n e i t h e r 
stand nor come to pata.

kingdom of Judah through an 
invasion which would result In 
the placement of a puppet king 
on the throne of Jerusalem. 
Since Aha* had formerly suf­ 
f e r e d separate defeats fro.n 
each of these adversaries, a new 
attack by the combined powers 
could mean only disaster for 
Judah. 
God instructed Isaiah to take 
his son and meet Aha* where 
he was inspecting the city’s 
water supply, apparently with 
an eye toward its husbandry in 
the event of a siege. The fact 
that Isaiah was ordered to take 
his son Shear-jashub—a name 
which means "a remnant will 
return”—with him is considered 
to be a sign or oracle of what 
was eventually to happen to 
Israel.

TODAY’S lesion deals with 
two successive kings of Judah, 
one of them a bad king, the 
other good. Both were frantic­ 
ally concerned with the defense 
of Jerusalem in the face of an 
invasion.

visits from the prophet Isaiah 
in which he tried to turn their 
thought? from political and mili­ 
tary defense to their only real 
defense, trust in God. 
Tho first and major portion 
of our lesson is devoted to Ahaa, 
ruler of Judah, the Southern 
Kingdom, from 735 to 715 B.C. 
He was among the worst of 
idolators, worshiping idols in the 
groves, indulging in immoral 
practices, closing the temple of 
Jehovah, even causing his own 
son to become a burnt sacrifice 
to Moloch. That God would send 
Abas a message by the prophet, 
despite his wickedness, is in­ 
dicative of God's nature to seek 
out even the worst of sinners 
and call them back to trust in 
Him. 
Faced with a war with As­ 
syria, the kingdoms of Syria 
and Israel allied themselves and 


and absolute word of Jehovah 
that their plans will n e i t h e r 
stand nor come to pass. 
There Is no Indication that 
Ahaz even heard, much less ac­ 
cepted Isaiah’s message from 
God, so God spoke again, telling 
Ahaz to ask for a sign which 
would prove tbs truth of the 
prophet’s words.

Patent Office Busy Piace

Americans are the most inven­ 
tive people in the world and 
they’ve got the U.S. Patent Of­ 
fice swirling in acres of paper. 
The end of American inven­ 
tiveness isn t in sight but the 
Patent Office already has taken 
steps to ease its paper crush — 
by ordering the installation of a 
$2 million microfilm gem 
for 
patent document. 
A record 66.586 patents were 
issued during the fiscal year 
which ended June 30 — the vast 


majority of them to Americans 
— and the figure this year is 
expected to exceed 70,000. 
That’s a far cry from the Pat­ 
ent Office’s first year of opera­ 
tion when only three were is­ 
sued — the first on July 3, 1790. 
to Samuel Hopkins of Pittsford, 
Vt., for an improvement in “the 
making of pot ash and pearl ash 
by a new apparatus and pro­ 
cess.” 
Since 1836 when the current 
numbering system began, the 
office has issued 3,278.942 patent
